WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


Do you think it will continue? Will it keep up for more 
tnan five minutes, or is this only a ‘‘teaser’’? So say the can- 
ners and others interested in canned goods as we go to press, for 
it is really raining ; real wet rain, coming down in nice style, 
and with a luke-warm temperature. We have had a long wait 
and it may be too late in some instances, but in most cases it 
will be a ‘‘life-saver’’ for tomatoes. 

On the Eastern Shore of Maryland, we understand, growers 
are not complaining so much about the lack of rain. Not that 
there has been any there, but the vines seem to be doing well 
in spite of the dry spell. But in many eastern sections the vines 
on the highlands have been almost burnt up and this rain may be 
the process kettle for them, and scald them so bad as to seriously 
effect the fruit. We believe New York State has had considera- 
ble rain in the past two days and heavy storms have prevailed 
in many localities, especially in the South and Southwest. No 
reliable reports have been received from these sections in respect 
to canners crops, but it is hardly likely they escaped without 
considerable damage. 

Berries have advanced from five to ten cents during the past 
week. This is due to an increased demand to some extent, but 
has also been affected largely by the weather ; the berries having 
dried on the bushes in many cases, though sufficieftly large 
quantities have been gathered to assure a fair supply of canned 
stock. Blackberries have held the attention of the buvers and 
have had quite an active week. 

Spot tomatoes seem to be steadily on the advance. At the 
time we wrote last week’s Review this article was not so hard 
to get at 65c. for No.3 standards, with 67%c. occasionally 
asked ; at this writing practically none are to be had at 65c. and 
the ruling price is between 67%c. and 7oc., with a tendency to 
lean toward the outside figure. It looks very much now as 
though Spot No. 3 standard tomatoes had made up their mind 


‘to go up, and with no intention of stopping the climb. Here’s 


luck. 
No. 2 standards are, of course, following the lead of the 


larger size, being quoted now at 50c., and in some cases 52%¢,

being asked. 65c. for No. 3 standards, and 47%c. for No. 2 
have been refused quite frequenfly during the past week. Sec- 
onds are not altogether left in the race, but the effort to advance 
is not so strong as with the better goods. 

Futures are almost a puzzle, but at the same time the can- 
ners can force the answer without much trouble—by sitting 
tight. Buyers, and practically every one, hardly know what to 
believe in respect to the crop reports being sent out, and it looks 
as if they would buy at a moments notice if there was any way 
to make certain the crops will be as short as it now seems. 
Canners in many cases have withdrawn from the market and 
decline to make any price until they have come to some definite 
conclusion, and buyers are not disposed to make any offers. 
Consequently buying is at a standstill and the market rather 
dull. No decided change is looked for in less than two weeks, 
but the second week in August should find the market active. 

In corn there is no report but a good one; everything indi- 
cates an increased price, and everywhere the market is reported 
as ‘‘firm.’’ Some Shoepeg corn is quoted at 60c., but it looks 
as if there was very little of this to be had, and that the better 
grades are worth 65c. to 7oc. Maine style corn is now quoted 
at 62%c., but in large lots a price of 60c. can sometimes be had. 
Future Shoepeg is quoted at 60c. to 75c., and Maine style at 
65c. to 70c. Many packers are pretty well sold up, and there 
is a strong possibility of many canners withdrawing from the 
market and awaiting the result of the present tendency to ad- 
vance prices all along the line. As with tomatoes, growers and 
others are uncertain as to what the crop will be, and feel it is 
good policy to wait. 

The market on peas is quiet, dull and uninteresting. There 
is not sufficient activity to create a healthy demand and so much 
attention is given to other articles that this one is forced to an 
easy position. The pack has been small and reports from New 
York State say the early crop was not a large one and had to be 
handled so quickly it was impossible to make as large a pack as 
was expected. The West reports in like manner, but the effect 
of this short pack does not seem to have been felt as yet, and 
buyers are not buying, except in small lots, as the situation 
would seem to warrant. 

Small fruits have been imactive,- except blackberries. 
Peaches are holding the attention of many canners, buyers and 
brokers. This article bids fair to be worth its weight in gold, 
almost, but this is no surprise, as all crop reports have indicated 
that the crop would be very sma'l this year. If there are any 
cheap lots to be had now it is hardly likely they will be a drag 
on the market. The fruit coming to this market (fresh) is 
demanding such a high price canners are almost out of the bid- 
ding, and only fairly good fruit is the rule, though it was 
expected to be a crop of first-class quality. One packer paid us 
a visit yesterday and we asked if he was working on peaches; 
he replied, ‘‘no peaches this year, none at all.’’ Growers in 


the South in many instances have vut their trees down, due to 
the unprofitable market last year. 


In cans and canners’ metals there is nothing new to report 
and the market is quiet. The strike of the tinmill workers 
makes something to talk about, but this hardly interests the 
canners to any extent, because the bulk of their plate has already 
been purchased or contracted for, or the canmakers have taken 
the orders.

CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade’’ 


CHICAGO, July 21, 1909. 

New Peas (Indiana).—Samples of Indiana peas of the 
1909 pack and several shipments of new packing have arrived 
and they show splendid quality. Several samples seen by me 
rivaled Wisconsin packed peas in tenderness and flavor. 

An Indication.—Several cars of standard No. 1 tall Red 
Alaska salmon of the new 1909 pack have been sold for ship- 
ment from Seattle or other Pacific Coast points about August 
Ist, 1909, at $1.20 f. 0. b. Coast. . 

Brokers have therefore about agreed that the Alaska Pack- 
ers Association, the big interest in the salmon trade, would in 
all likelihood name the opening price on No. 1 tall Red Alaska 
at $1.15, or the same as last year. 

Michigan Peas.—I understand that the pack of Alaska 
seed peas in Michigan has been very disappointing and that 
packers are making short deliveries on several grades and sizes. 

I also learn that the sales of peas in No. 10 cans will be 
heavily prorated, as the wet season has caused the peas to run 
so starchy that the heavy processing essential in packing them 
in No. 10 cans ‘‘ tears them all to pieces’’ and ‘‘ mushes’’ them 
up. I also learn that packers have in several instances given up 
the packing of peas in No. ro cans out of Alaska grades and 
will rely upon packing them out of No. 2 and 4 Admiral peas of 
the late crop. 

Well Covered.—Several big canned goods operators, re- 


garded as the ‘‘wise boys’’ in Chicago are keeping all their sales 
of futures well covered. Their position is logical as they argue 
that prices are dead low and cannot go lower, but being so low, 
may go higher. Others, however, less prudent and more confi- 
dent of the correctness of their opinion, will in all probability 
follow their fixed policy of buying no futures and w.ll get caught 
napping good and hard. 

Heavy Selling.—Domestic, or American sardines, are sell- 
ing rapidly at the reduced prices and wholesale houses find it 
dificult to keep up their stock. Some shipments of new pack 
1 oil and % mustard sardines ped been received, but the fish 
run quite large, six fish to the 1{ can and larger, and retailers 
are taking the last year’s pack in preference, as the fish run 
smaller.

Heavy Lobster Decline.—New canned lobster is arriving 
in the market and prices have experienced a heavy decline. 
For illustration, Burnham & Morrill Co.’s No. % lobster is cost- 
ing about $2.05 laid down at Chicago, as compared with a cost 
last year of $2.40, while other not so well known brands can be 
bought as low as $1.80 for 34-lb. lobster f. 0. b. Chicago. Pack- 
ers had a sad six months last year. They had pushed the price 
up so rapidly and strongly that wholesale dealers accepted the 
inevitable and bought and shipped the goods to customers. 
Here is where the trouble began, for consumers would not pay 
the high prices and lobsters dragged all the year. There is still 
some 1908 lobster in the market, and it can be bought very 
cheap. 

Canned lobster is a perishable article, and no matter how 
well and carefully canned it will discolor in a year and become 
unsalable. 

One peculiarity about the lobster business in Chicago is 
that the No. 1 tall can has almost become unsalable. It is of 
course understood that the high prices of lobster have gradually 
forced buyers to use the small cans, but the trade on No. 1 tall 
lobster seems to have shut off short last season without a warn- 
ing of growing unpopularity. 

Tomatoes.—The market is unchangéd from last week, and 
is quiet but firm. 

Standard Maryland No. 3s can be purchased for 72%c. 
f. o. b. Chicago docks and standard Indiana 3s at 75c. per 
dozen are plentiful. 


Future tomatoes are not quite as firm as spot goods, and 
choice Indiana standards of the 1909 pack were sold here today 
at 75c. f. o. b. cars Chicago.

Keyser, Ohio.—We understand C. W. Siever of this place 
has purchased the old woolen mill with the intention of convert- 
ing it into a canning factory. 


NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw YorkK, July 21.—Considerable interest in different 
varieties of canned goods has developed during the week and 
buyers have shown a greater disposition to take hold than for- 
merly. Business has been steadily showing indications of 
improvement and some of the more sanguine ones believe that 
the expected change for the better is already here. This may 
be open to question. Undoubtedly it is, yet there are some signs 
which can scarcely be overlooked that point to something else 
At any rate, everybody is pleased at the increased orders which 
are coming from some directions and will hope that the same 
influence may work upon other varieties and bring increased 
orders there as well. 

Tomatoes.—Brokers report increased demand for full stand- 
ard Maryland 3s at 65c. regular terms f. 0. b. Maryland shipping 
points, but say that it is of a moderate jobbing character. Even 
though this is true they find it difficult to obtain the quantity 
wanted at that price. Here and there a seller is found who has 


strictly standard goods to offer at 65c., but in the main, they 
hold such goods 2%c. higher. They say that spot stock of 
standard quality which will satisfy buyers is getting into very 
close compass. A good deal of so-called standard stock can still 
be bought at 65c., and in instances even 62%c. would be 
accepted, but it is said that this stock does not agree in quality 
with buyers’ ideas of what constitute standard goods, and little 
business results. No. 1os are quiet, but the market is firm, with 
little prime stock in either Maryland or Delaware pack offered 
under $2.00. It is possible that some might be picked up here 
and there at $1.80, but it is understood that the quantity is 
light.

Peas.—The market is firm. Advices from Wisconsin and 
Michigan indicate a further shortage in the output of those 
States aggregating 30 to 35 per cent. of the original estimates. 
New York State packing also promises to be short, the estimates 
varying from 15 to 50 per cent , depending upon the locality. 
The outcome of the next two weeks may make a change in the’ 
situation, but how much it is impossible now to say, or even 
guess. In peas of any packing there is a fair demand for stand- 
ards, with 62%c. to 75c. quoted for early Junes, or their equiva- 
lent, according to packing. No important transactions have 
been recorded during the week. 

String Beans.—The market is somewhat stronger under 
increasing demand. ‘The packing of the 1909 crop is now virtu- 
ally over and the output will be under early estimates. Latest 
Baltimore quotations are 45c. for No. 2 green, 62%c. for No. 3 
and $1.90 for No. 10. Southern green limas are reported as 
fairly active at 8oc. to 85c. f. o. b. for No. 2. 

Beets.—A fairly active demand is reported for Southern 
pack, which are quoted at 65c. for No. 2 and 8oc. for No. 5, 
regular terms, f. o. b. factory. 

Corn.—The market is firm, but without movement. Spot 
stocks are said to be light in some packings and tue outlook for 
the future is uncertain. State corn is steady, but without 
important business in either spot or future goods. Maine pack- 
ing is steady, but without movement. Western is held about 
steady and no change has developed in Southern Maine style. 
ln futures nothing has been done in any variety. The crop 
outlook is too uncertain to render further buying or selling safe. 

Apples.—State gallons are quiet, with prices somewhat 
nominal. It is possible to buy good State stock at $2.30, and 
even that figure doesn’t attract particularly. Other packs are 
unchanged, and in some degree neglected. 

Peaches.—The pack will be short this year in all varieties 
because of the scarcity of fruit. This shortage. is likely to be 


most seriously felt in the pie grades, but at present there is lit- 
tle demand. No. 2 unpeeled pies are said to be out of the mar- 
ket. No. 3s are quoted at 7734c. to 95c. for white or yellow. 
No. 2 seconds, yellow, can be bought at 65c., and No. 3 whites 
are held at $1.00. 

Blackberries.—A moderate demand is reported. There is 
a moderate demand for No. tos at $3.00 regular terms f. o. b. 
Baltimore. 

Raspberries.—Some interest is shown in small lots, but in 
the main little attention is given and No. 1os are held at $5.00 
for either red or black, regular terms f. o. b. Baltimore. 

Gooseberries.—The market is steady under a light jobbing 
business, with sales made at $4.25 regular terms f. o. b. 
Baltimore. 

Strawberries.—The market rules steady at $3.50 for spot 
shipment, f. o. b. Baltimore. 

Cherries.—The pack of red and white cherries in Baltimore 
is reported very light and standard whites are held at 65c. in 
water and 6oc. for free. No. 1 standard white in syrup are 
offered at $1.05, and extra preserved in heavy syrup are offered 
at $1.25 to $1.40 as to grade. 

Salmon.—No change has occurred in the market. A fairly 
active demand is reported for spot red Alaska with stocks light 
and controlled by second hands. The market is strong with an 
upward tendency, and no talls can be obtained below $1.37%4c. 
uere. Supplies of Columbia river fish are too small, owing to 
the continued light run, and the market is very firm. Late ad- 
vices say that there are no indications as yet of an important run 
of sockeyes. and some uneasiness is expressed regarding the out- 
come. The situation about Puget Sound is unsatisfactory. 

Sardines.—The run is light, but apparently sufficient to 
satisfy present demands of packers who are willing to pay the 
price so they can fill urgent orders.

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INDIANAPOLIS MARKET. 


INDIANAPOLIS, IND., July 20, 1909. 
Most letters from packers in tomato growing sections report 
prospects as good for a bumper pack, yet in some of the low- 
lands plants have been inundated and the crop entirely ruined. 
We quote an interesting paragraph from one of Indiana’s pack- 
ers who markets from 20,coo to 30,000 cases of bang-up Stand- 
ards each year. 


‘“We have had a very heavy downpour of rain and on last 
Monday and Tuesday it was sufficient to do considerable damage 
to the crops. The low lands in our section were entirely over- 
flowed and our tomato crop is almost completely destroyed. 
Those that were on the uplands are damaged, to what extent we 
do not know, but the plants are scalded and turning yellow and 
it looks very much as though the present conditions will put us 
out of business for this year.’’ 


Notwithstanding the above being the true condition in some 
sections, we regard that an average pack of quality is in copious 
evidence. Spots have been closely sold up at 66c. to 7oc. f. 0. b., 
while some excellent blocks have gone to a bidder at 72%c. for 
private label. Futures continue in the same tenor which has 
characterized trading for the past three months and nothing 
short of a positive knowledge that the growing crop has been 
dwarfed by the incessant rains, will make the buyer realize that 
prevailing quotations should be considered with favor and ‘‘hike 
to it.’’ 

Corn factories are preparing their factories for operation on 
the growing crop about August roth. As usual, some sections 


have met with misfortune, but generally speaking, ‘‘All is well.’’ 
Sixty cents is still quoted for spot and future, with an occasional 
packer confirming at a slight freight concession.

pointm:nt, not more than 30% of the expected pack harvested. 
The quality was good and jobbers stored some mighty good 
purchases in their warehouses.

Improved Kraut Cutter.

It must save a great deal of time and labor, and it is a well- 
known fact that a sharp, keen-edged knife will make a much cleaner and 
better cut than a knife that is partly dull.

The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN Francisco, CAL., July 17, 1909. 

The active canning season in California in the fruit line is 
now well under way, and already indications are coming to the 
front to show that it is the intention of some of the large opera- 
tors to put up a smaller pack than has been the rule in past sea- 
sons. While this is probably true in a few cases it is also true 
that some of the smaller concerns have made additions to their 
plants and will pack more fruit than ever before, so that there 
is not expected to be any great lessening in the size of the pack. 
Purchases of apricots in the field were very heavy owing to the 
increasing demand for this canned fruit and on account of the 
excellent shape of the market, both in this country and England. 
The apricot pack in the San Joaquin and Sacramento Valley 
districts ended early in July, and during the past week work has 
commenced in the Haywards and other coast growing sections. 
The price of this fruit has gone up steadily since the commence- 
ment of the season and considerable has been sold at $30 a ton, 
a higher price than was realized last year. Taken on the whole 
the fruit is of better quality: and larger size. Unusual care has 
been taken with this season’s pack and it is regarded as being 
the finest ever turned out. 

The demand for California canned fruits of this season’s 
pack-has been better to date than it was to a corresponding 
period last season and the number of orders that are being 
received for shipment as soon as the pack is made indicates that 
the demand is for immediate needs in most cases, and that specu- 
lation is still being indulged in but very little, notwithstanding 


the extremely low prices that have been named and the proba- 
bilities of an early raise in many varieties. During the past 
week there-has been an increased number of calls for canned 
peaches, and from present indications this fruit will soon come 
into its own again after having been the weakest article on the 
list for some time. From Washington comes the news of a light 
peach crop and the same news is being received from the East 
and the South. The low prices that have been ruling on spot 
stocks for some months has been the means of moving large 
quantities of canned peaches and the holdover is much smaller 
than was thought possible at the commencement of the canning 
season. The canning of peaches has commenced in some dis- 
tricts on a limited scale, but will be quite general within the 
course of the next week. Low prices are still the rule in the 
growing districts, but there has been an increased amount of 
competition among buyers during the past week, and choice 
stock brings a premium. Many term contracts are expiring at 
the present time, and it isto be noted that but few of these are 
being renewed except at a greatly reduced rate. Formerly it 
was not uncommon to sign a four or five year contract with a 
grower for clings at $40 a ton, or even more, but this same fruit 
is now being secured in the open market at one-half that price. 
In regard to prices for the canned product it may be noted that 
while the Association is still maintaining the list price named a 
few weeks ago, independent canners, as a rule, are asking a 
slightly increased rate. This of course is throwing an addi- 
tional amount of business to the Association, but there is a gen- 
eral impression that a re-adjustment of rates isto be expected 
shortly. 

The Griffith-Durney Co. is able to report a greatly increased 
demand for pink salmon and announces that it is completely 
sold out of its Klawak brand, upon which it has been basing its 
selling campaign during the past year. This concern made 
heavy shipments of this fish to Norfolk last winter, but stocks

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there are now depleted and it can only offer stock for delivery 
from Seattle or Puget Sound ports. This firm has no Alaska 
pinks at New York, but is offering a few cars of ‘‘Elliott’s Bay’”’ 
chums at 6734c., New York delivery. Prices of pink fish have 
advanced here during the past month and the outlook is for still 
higher prices. A few Alaska red salmon of this season’s pack 
have already made their appearance in the market from south- 
eastern Alaska, a shipment of 2,400 cases having been received 
by Geo. T. Myers & Co., Seattle, from the Chatham cannery. 
From now on shipments of red fish may be expected from this 
source, but the pack in this district is principally pink fish and 
the reds that are received have but little bearing on actual mar- 
ket conditions. It will be late in August before the first ship- 
ments of red salmon are received from the Bristol Bay district 
where the bulk of the pack is made and where the better grades 
of fish are put up. 

The latest advices received here from the Puget Sound indi- 
cate that the run of Sockeye salmon has commenced, but only a 
few fish have found their way to the canneries as yet. Prepara- 
tions are being made for starting up the big plants at a moments 
notice, and it is believed that the big run will be on within the 
next ten days. Preparations have been made by most of the 
large operators on the Sound for carrying over at least one-half 
of this season’s pack, and even if the smaller operators attempt 
to market all of their season’s product it is not expected that 
the market will be greatly influenced as the situation is in strong 
hands. While no prices have been named it is known that a 
large brokerage firm in the Northwest is attempting to secyre 
the pack of several of the largest concerns in the packing busi- 
ness on a basis of $1.45 for talls, $1.60 for flats, and $1.05 for 
halves. Experts are now making estimates of the probable 
pack of this fish and their figures run from 1,500,000 to 2,000,000 
cases fur the pack of the entire Northwest. Chas. T. Howe of 
Chas. T. Howe & Co., of New York, who was here recently 


looking over the situation declared that he believed the probable 
size of the pack was being over estimated. 

The new plant of the Astoria & Puget Sound Canning Co. 
at Chuckanut Bay, near Bellingham, Wash., is now ready for 
operation. It was built to take the place of the one destroyed 
by fire last April. The work has been rushed in order to have 
the plant in readiness for this season’s operations. 

The officers of the California Fruit Canners’ Association 
have investigated the two recent fires which destroyed two of 
their plants this season, one at Milpitas and one at Fresno. It 
was decided that both of these fires were due to crossed electric 
wires. The Fresno plant is being rebuilt, but it is announced 
that the Milpitas plant may not be replaced. T. J. Waistell, the 
local manager, has had the debris cleared away, and it was 
found that some 10,000 cases of vegetables were uninjured, and 
that the damage was not as great as was at first thought. It is 
felt that $200,000 will cover the entire loss. ; 

The plant of the California Fruit Canners’ Association at 
Yuba City will not be operated this season. Preparations had 
been made to commence operations this week, but orders were 
sent from headquarters to keep the plant closed this season. 

The Graton cannery, Joseph Bush manager, Santa Rosa, 
Cal., will not operate this season owing to the low prices named 
for canned fruits. 

The Sunnyvale canneries at Sunnyvale are now busy and 
the cherry pack has just been brought toa close. Other fruits 
are now being cared for, principally apricots, and a busy season 
is planned. The Libby cannery will put up a large pack this 
season and is now installing machinery for closing and double 
sealing sanitary cans, in which it will put up a large portion of 
its pack.

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The Future of the Peach. 


If the peach crop this year in the South brings the growers 
a good profit it will have a tendency to revive this industry toa 
limited extent. With the removing of thousands of trees from 
the orchards by discouraged growers in the last few years, and 
the dying out of trees in old neglected orchards, reduces the 
acreage to a number that is reasonable, and where the growers 
can, in the future, expect good prices for their crops. They 
will take cuurage, provide themselves with spray pumps and 
give their orchards close attention. Asa result a better grade 
of fruit will be marketed and peach growing will have finally 
been settled at the proper basis It is hardly probable this year 
that there will be a great deal of peaches canned, since the crop 
is not nearly so large as it was first reported. Growers, then, 
who have kept over their canned goods from last season can ex- 
pect a good price for their product. In overdoing the peach 
business in the past, the growers have not acted more foolishly 
than the wheat or cotton farmer. Just as certain as high prices 
are received for wheat, cotton, peaches or apy crop, so certain 
is there a slump to follow, caused by over-production, It is 
human nature to become over-enthused, and it takes nature to 
check us. 

The wise grower who can see far enough ahead can count 
the yeats on the fingers of both hands when the present com- 


mercial peach orchard will have played out. In our opinion, it 
would pay some growers, not all, to plant out a few acres to 
peaches. By the time these come into bearing a great many 
orchards that are now fruiting will be too old to produce a crop, 
and good prices can be expected if properly managed. But it 
will not pay everyone to plant out an orchard. The result 
would be a repetition of the history of the peach business in the 
past and a risk of totally demoralizing the business. With a 
reasonable acreage of a well cared for orchard, and of best varie- 
ties, peach growing may be put down as a safe and profitable 
investment.—R. S. W. in The Southern Fruit Grower. 


Canada’s Fruit Crop Prospects Fair. 


The Department of Agriculture, Dominion of Canada, re- 
cently sent out a circular from it’s fruit division of which the 
following is a summary : 

Weather conditions in Canada have been favorable during 
the month of June for fruit development. 

Apples.—Eastern Canada will have a large crop of winter 
apples from present indications. Early and fall varieties will 
not yield as heavily. 

The apple prospects in British Columbia will hardly reach 
the average. 

Pears.—An average crop is expected in the commercial 
pear sections of Ontario. 

Plums are estimated somewhat lower, generally, since the 
heavy bloom, but are showing for an average crop, except in 
British Columbia, where the crop will be light. 

Peaches.—Early peaches are reported medium to full crop 
late peaches medium. ‘‘Curl leaf’’ is very prevalent, affecting 
Elbertas particularly. 

Grapes.—Concords promise a full crop; white and red 
grapes, medium to full crop. 

Cherries will be a good average crop. 

Tomatoes promise a good crop. 

Small fruits promise well everywhere. 
southern Ontario are a very large crop. 

Insect and fungus diseases are fairly prevalent, but com- 
paratively little damage is reported yet, except from the canker- 


worm in Nova Scotia. 
United States.—Present indications show about an average 
crop to compete with Canadian winter stock.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


With the season about to open it will not be remiss to repeat 
the advice we gave last year, on points to be kept in mind dur- 
ing the canning season; and so We repeat here our former 
editorial :-— 

The enforcement of the Pure Food Law seems to be giving 
many occasion for serious thought, and we cannot help think 
it is about time. The Law is now a year and a half old, and 
there should be no excuse for any canner not being familiar 
with it. 


The requirements in regard to the label seem to have been 
made, or rather, are rapidly making one notable change in the 
sentiment of the industry. We refer to the demand on the part 
of the canner to have his name on every can of goods he puts 
up. This sentiment is growing with wonderful rapidity—and 
may it increase to an absolute demand. It lies with the 
individual. 


In response to a repeated request, we have drawn up a set 
of directions, which, however, are merely offered as suggestive, 
but upon which we feel too much consideration cannot be 
devoted. They will at least furnish ‘‘food for thought’’ and 
an incentive for action, and we submit them in this way: 


SOME PURE FOOD DONT’S. 

In order to keep the Pure Food Law well in front of all 
canners, so that they will not be caught in ignorance of the law 
and it’s requirements, we give here a few general pointers, as it 
were, covering the most likely occasions of falls. These are not 
all ; but some worth remembering. 


Don’t—use rotten or decaying stuff for canning. 

Don’t—use fillers, sacharine or bleaches. 

Don’t—use colors, unless they are certified and their use is 
stated on the label. 

Don’t—be alarmed about your label, all the law asks is 
TRUTH. 

Don’t—use a fictitious name on the label. 

Don’t—label goods packed in water ‘‘in syrup.’’ 

Don’t—call Kiefer, ‘‘Bartlett’’ pears. 

Don’t—say ‘‘pork and beans’’ if there is no pork in them. 

Don’t—-claim a higher degree of syrup than used. 

Don’t—run a jobbers label on your goods unless it reads 
‘*packed for,’’ distributed by’’ or ‘‘distributors.’’ 

Don’t—forget you are putting up food for human beings. 

Don’t—forget an Inspector may drop in at any moment to 
see what kind of stuff is being canned, and to ex- 
amine into the sanitary conditions. 

Don’t—forget that sanitary conditions count. 

Don’t—have stagnant pools of slop and water about the 
factory. 

Don’t—have heaps of refuse rotting at the door to polute 
the whole air of the neighborhood. 

Don’t—have the floors deep with spilled tomatoes, fruits, etc. 

Don’t—pile tomato skins and cores on the floor, like gar- 
bage, before running through the pulper. 

Don’t—be content with having the floors, tables, machin- 
ery, etc., clean after working hours. It is during 
working hours that counts. ’ 

Don’t—be satisfied with washing out everything after work 
—and have the factory sloppy and dirty during the 
work. 

Don’t—be afraid of plenty of air and light, and whitewash 
(at least) on walls and ceiling. 

Don’t—fail to have sanitary, clean closets, located away 
from the peeling shed or canning room. 

Don’t—fail to have wash troughs for the workers—and 
towels. 

Don’t—be afraid to make all use them. 

Don’t—employ hands suffering with tuberculosis—consump- 
tion. 

Don’t—allow anyone to work with running sores on the 
hands. 

Don’t—mark the cans ‘‘ 3 Ibs.’’ or ‘‘ 2 lbs.’’ or ‘‘ gallons,”’ 
or you will get caught. 

Don’t—think the law is not being enforced. There are 
possibly 100 inspectors, scattered all over the Coun- 
try to catch you. 

Don’t—think because they have been lenient in the past, 
they will be so in the future. They won’t. 
Don’t—think the law is oppressive; it is the best thing that 
ever happened for you and the business. 

And let us add one niore piece of advice: though it may not be 
stated in the law—FILL YOUR CANS, or to continue the 
above form 

Don’t—pack ‘‘slack filled’’ goods. 

If this is not based on the Pure Food Law, it is based on the law 
of good business.

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Canned Goods in South Africa. 


Local and Foreign Competition With American Products. 


Consul-General Julius G. Lay, of Cape Town, writes as fol- 


lows concerning the canned goods trade in South Africa, and . 


how American products are affected in the market by the activ- 
ity of Australiaa, European, and local producers: . 

The importations of canned meats into South Africa during 
the year 1908, from all countries, amounted to $382,435, as com- 
pared with $412,305 in 1907. The customs duty on canned 
meats is 2%c. per pound with one-half cent rebate to those of 
British manufacture. In order to save paying duty on full 
weights, net weights of contents must be embossed on top of 
cans and incorporated in the labels. The news that an Ameri- 
can firm has recently received the contract to supply the British 
army for a term of years with canned beef should have a benefi- 
cial effect on the trade here. - 

The Australian packers can place their canned beef on this 
market 97 cents per case cheaper than the American article. It 
is said here that about 20,000 cases of 1-pound cans of corned 
beef were received from Australia last year, but until the com- 
plete customs statistics are published it will be impossible to 
verify this information. [Official statistics of the South African 
Customs Union show that the importation of tinned meats from 
Australia in 1908 amounted to 357,393 pounds, valued at $42,188, 
and from the United Kingdom 223,440 pounds, valued at $53,151, 
these and small lots from Canada and New Zealand receiving 
the one-half cent tariff rebate. The imports from all other 
countries amounted to 1,781,357 pounds —B. of M.] 

This encroachment on American trade would have been even 
more serious had there not been large stocks of 2-pound cans of 
American beef in the country still unsold, which are now offered 
for only 49 cents per dozen more than the price of 1-pound cans 


recently imported. The popularity of well-known American 
brands, which many people insist upon having, even at a higher 
price, has also limited the demand for Australian beef, but 
should high prices be maintained in the United States for any 
length of time the Australian packers, with the assistance of the 
South African market, may be able to reduce their cost of pro- 
duction to such an extent that the declining American corned 
beef trade in South Africa may be further diminished. 

South Africa was for many years one of the best markets 
for American canned and dried fruits, but since the establish- 
ment of large preserving works in various parts of this country, 
and since the drying of fruit has become more common among 
growers, the local products have rapidly replaced the imported 
article. The following letter from a large canning company in 
Cape Colony shows what one company alone is doing to supply 
local requirements : 

The cannery, under the name of the Western Province Pre- 
serving Company, has been established here for five years, and 
is under the management of a Californian with an extensive ex- 
perience in fruit canning in his own country. Its output is 
about 30,000 cases, the bulk of which is consumed in South 
Africa. 

The machinery is practically all American— Bliss, Anderson- 
Barngrover, Caton Foundry, etc.—and comprises a tin-making 
plant, evaporators, graders, etc.; in fact, everything necessary 
for the canning and drying of fruit. 

‘‘We are, as you no doubt are aware, centrally situated, and 
can draw all the fruit we require from our own orchards and 


from the orchards in our immediate neighborhood. We have 
never yet had our capabilities tested to the full, but we have an 
abundance of power, fresh water, and colored labor available, 
and shall be able to cope with any increased demand. We are 
not aware of any American evaporators in use by individual 
farmers, and think we are quite safe in saying that there is none 
outside ours.

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‘‘With regard to a possible demand for American canning 
and drying machinery in this country, although we ourselves 
have installed it, we have had to pay heavily for it and have suf- 
fered immense delays in the delivery of the goods, which, too, 
have often received severe handling in transit and have arrived 
damaged. Further, the heavy freights at present in vogue 
would seriously handicap the importation of this machinery, as 
we may mention that on some graders to the value of $558 we 
paid freight and charges, via Australia, amounting to $240, in 
addition to landing charges, duty, etc., and railage here.’’ 

It is now stated by dealers in Cape Town that there is no 
call for any American canned fruits of any kind; in fact, old 
stocks on hand are only disposed of at aloss. The only lines 
for which there might be a sale are cherries and raspberries, but 
the demand for these is so slight that one of the largest retail 
grocers in this city states that 3 dozen bottles of cherries fills all 
his demands for 12 months, and he does not find it necessary to 
carry canned raspberries at all. 

Statistics prepared by the South African Customs Union 
show that only $76,613 worth of bottled or tinned fruits was im- 
ported into British South Africa in 1908, as compared with 
$126,178 in 1907, and $185,094 in 1906. In 1907 $44,577 worth 
came from the United States, against $73,218 in 1906. Figures 
showing origin of imports for 1908 are not yet available. The 
present customs duty charged by the South African Customs 
Union on canned and dried fruits is 4% cents per pound and on 
jams 5 cents per pound, with a rebate of one-half cent per pound 
to those originating in the United Kingdom or in reciprocating 
colonies. 

CANNED VEGETABLES. 

American canned vegetables, including tomatoes, sugar 
corn, peas, baked beans and asparagus, have all, until recently, 
commanded a fair sale in Cape Town. French peas are now said 
to be preferable in price and quality and are being sold instead 


of American. ‘Tomatoes locally canned are so satisfactory in 
price and quality that scarcely any are now imported. The 
other canned vegetables mentioned are imported to a considera- 
ble extent, and those from the United States command a large 
portion of the sale. 

Preserved vegetables were imported into British South 
Africa in 1908 to the value of $107,004, as compared with $145,- 
614 in 1907. The imports in 1907 were from the following 
countries: Belgium, $36,212 ; Italy, $26,906 ; France, $24,249 ; 
United States, $17,996; Germany, $14,034; Holland, $11,085 ; 
United Kingdom, $7,406 ; all other countries, $6,826. 

The customs duty on preserved vegetables entering British 
South Africa is 15 per cent ad valorem, with a rebate of 3 per 
cent to those’from the United Kingdom and reciprocating colonies. 


DRIED FRUITS AND JAM. 


The very low price of American dried peaches, 10 cents per 
pound, c. i. f. Cape Town, has of late made it possible to sell 
them in this market, but the local supply of all other fruits, ex- 
cept apples, prunes, and apricots, is sufficient and the quality 
good enough to make it impossible for American products to 
compete. Prunes are offered wholesale at 11 cents per pound in 
cans, and apricots at 11 cents per pound in 25-pound boxes. 
There is practically no competition for American apple rings, 
but the demand for them is very slight. Some fairly good sam- 
ples of locally prepared apple rings are to be seen, but are not 
equal in flavor to those prepared in the United States. 

In 1903 jam was imported for consumption in Cape Colony 
to the value of $55,342, but since that year the importations 
have steadily declined. In 1908 the importations of jam into 
British South Africa, including Cape Colony, Orange River 
Colony, Natal, Transvaal, and Rhodesia, amounted to only 
$161,533, the importations into Cape Colony alone amounting 
to only about $48,665. which is considerably less than the

amount imported in 1893. The quality of the jams locally pro- 
duced as well as the methods of packing and prices are said by 
dealers to be equal in every respect to the average among the 
foreign-made jams. Only the highest grade of orange marma- 
lade and certain high-grade jams are now imported. The de- 
mand for these is also diminishing rapidly. Assorted colonial 
jams, including strawberry, apricot, peach, blackberry, tomato, 
grape, plum, Cape gooseberry, apple, fig, guava, melon, quince 
and pineapple jams are supplied by the jam factories to whole- 
salers at prices ranging from $2.19 to $3.16 per dozen 2-pound 
cans and from $1.22 to $1.70 per dozen 1-pound cans. 

The principal oversea suppliers have been the United King- 
dom and British colonies. Dealers here state that jams can be 
made in England 30 per cent cheaper than in the United States. 

While the outlook for American canned fruit and vegetables 
in this country is discouraging, the loss to our canneries evi- 
dently means a gain for American manufacturers of canning 
machinery. 

CONDENSED MILK. 

Although the imports of condensed milk into British South 
Africa have declined steadily during the past three years, owing 
to decreasing population, smaller purchasing power, and increas- 
ing local production of milk the imports are enormous, when the 
number of the white population is considered. Inthe year 1907, 
23,874,635 pounds of condensed milk, valued at $2,087,499, were 
imported into British South Africa, and in 1908, 19,422,851 
pounds, valued at $1,631,134. The figures for 1908 showing 
the countries of origin are not yet available, but in 1907 the 
countries supplying the bulk of the milk were as follows: Uni- 
ted Kingdom, $1,488,827; United States, $178,089; Holland, 
$116,825; Norway, $109,900; Germany, $87,587; Austria, 
$58,262 ; Canada, $22,162, and Switzerland, $19,442; all other, 
$6,355. 

The demand is almost entirely for sweetened milk. 


A SOUTH AFRICAN MILK TRUST. 


The Nestle and Anglo-Swiss Condensed Milk Company has, 
by very extensive advertising, placed its goods in almost every 
household, and by a strategic system of rebates to wholesale 
grocers is rapidly monopolizing the trade. It is the only con- 
densed milk company that has South African depots, and no 
South African merchant, however large, can import milk, but 
must obtain supplies from the company’s depots. It supplies 
the wholesaler, who must be on its approved list of dealers, from 
the depots in 200-case lots at $5.23 per case of 48 tins for sweet- 
ened milk, and $5.11 per case for unsweetened. The company 
allows a discount of 5 per cent for cash, which is always taken 
advantage of, and at the end of every six months the wholesaler 
who can show and certify that he has not handled the condensed 
milk of any other manufacturer, except in specific cases where 


orders had been specially received, is given a rebate of 38 cents 
per case. This rebate and depot arrangement, although making 
the profit to the wholesaler a uniform one and enabling him to 
secure his supplies locally, thereby avoiding the risk and expense 
of carrying large stocks, is not satisfactory to the large 
merchants. 

The other brands of milk are imported and retailed at prac- 
tically the same prices. There is said to be only one wholesale 
grocer in Cape Town who is free to import as he wishes ; that is, 
who is not willing to tie up his milk business to the Anglo-Swiss 
Milk Company. 

The business done in the one brand of American unsweetened 
milk has thus far been encouraging, but several merchants here 
contend that the Anglo-Swiss Company will capture even this 
small share of the market unless the American manufacturer 
protects himself by advertising more extensively.

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ish $1.01 per 100 pounds. The milk of the Nestle and Anglo- 
Swiss Milk companies comes into British South Africa under the 
preference, it being claimed by the makers that 25 per cent of 
the cost of its manufacture is British. Great Britain allows a 
drawback for export on sugar used for manufactures. The 
South African customs regulations require each can to be em- 
bussed on the top with the net weight of contents, and the same 
must be printed on the label. 

Fresh milk is unobtainable in many parts of South Africa, 
and sells at from 9 to 18 cents per quart where it is obtainable, 
s0 there is certain to be a steady if not increasing demand for 
condensed milk, and it seems worth while for American con- 
densed milk companies to give this market more attention. The 
people here are so conservative that it is not easy for a new 
brand of milk to be placed on the market, but judicious and per- 
sistent advertising would obtain for a new brand a good sale if 
it could compete in price and quality with those already being 
sold. In order to secure a firm foothold here, American sweet- 
ened condensed milk must be sold at first at about $3.30 a case 
of 48 cans of 14 ounces f. o. b. New York. 

It would not be possible to sell a new brand to the wholesale 
grocers, now tied up as before mentioned, until such time as it 
was shown that the new brand was in large demand, but if a 
new company were to establish a depot here and advertise exten- 
sively and supply the retail trade direct or through the whole- 
salers who are free, it is certain that a footing could be secured, 
and surely even one-half of this $2,000,000 market is worth the 
effort.

and the Haserot Co., each firm pursuing lines of business ac- 
tivity separate and distinct. 


Union City, Mich.—The Union City Canning Co. was re- 
cently organized, with the following officers: President, J. W. 
Travis; vice president, Robert Osborn; secretary, Eugene 
Warden, and treasurer,J. P. Fox. The capital stock is $15,000, 
of which $12,000 has been invested in the factory. It is a co- 
operative concern, with sixty-two farmers interested.

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BY-LAWS OF NATIONAL CANNERS’ ASSO- 
CIATION. 


In last week’s issue we published the full test of the Certifi- 
cate of Incorporation of the National Canners’ Association, and 
we give below the By-laws, which should prove as interesting 
reading as last week’s paper which referred to this paper. 


NAME. 
1. The title of this association is NATIONAL CANNERS’ 
ASSOCIATION. 


DELAWARE OFFICE. 
2. The principal office of this Association in Delaware shall 
be in Wilmington, Delaware, and it shall there be represented 
by the Delaware Charter Guarantee & Trust Company. 


SEAL. 
3. The corporate seal of this Association shall have in- 
scribed thereon the name of this Association and the year of its 
creation and the words ‘‘Corporate Seal, Delaware.’’ 


MEMBERS. 

4. (a) Persons or firms engaged in the manufacture of 
hermetically sealed canned foods may become members of this 
Association. 

(b) All members in good standing of any regularly or- 
ganized Canners’ Association, officially recognized as such by 
the Executive Committee of this Association, shall thereby be- 
come members of this Association on the payment of the follow- 
ing annual dues. : 

Those whose annual output is 


From 1,000 tO 50,000 ............... $ 5.00 


(c) Any other person or firm eligible under the first 
section of this Article may become a member upon election by 
the Executive Committee and payment of the annual dues as set 
forth in paragraph b. 

(d) Any person interested in the canning industry may 
become a Convention member when properly recommeuded by 
an Association member in good standing and upon the payment 
of the Convention fee which may be determined by the Execu- 
tive Committee for each Annual Convention. 

(e) Any person or firm can become an honorary mem- 
ber of this Association subject to the approval of the Executive 
Committee and the payment of $5.00 annual dues; said honor- 
ary members shall have no vote, nor the right to participate in 
debates except with the consent of the presiding officer. They 
shall be entitled to all other privileges of the floor except during 
executive sessions. 


BOARD OF MANAGEMENT. 

5. (a) The property and business of this Association shall 
be managed by a Board of six members, and they shall hold 
office from the time of their election until the next annual meet- 
ing of the Members, and until their successors are elected. 

(b) The Board of Management shall be called the Exe- 
cutive Committee. 

(c) If the office of any Member becomes vacant by rea- 
son of death, resignation or otherwise, the remaining Members, 
though less than a quorum, may elect a successor or successors, 
who shall hold office for the unexpired term. 

(d) Regular meetings of the Executive Committee shall 
be held at the place and immediately before the time of the an- 
nual meeting of the Members, and a regular meeting of the new 
Members of the Executive Committee shall be held immediately 
upon the adjournment of the annual meeting of the Members. 

(e) Notice of regular meetings shall be given to each 
member of the Executive Committee by the Secretary at least 
two days previous thereto.

BALTIMORE, MARYLAND. 
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(f) Special meetings shall be held at such time and 
place as the President shall designate, and may be called by the 
President on his own motion on one day’s notice to each Member. 


(g) Special meetings shall be called in iike manner by 
the President upon the written request of two members of the 
Board. 

(h) At any meeting of the Executive Committee a 
majority of the members elected and qualified shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business, but a less number may 
adjourn. 


(i) The Executive Committee shall have power to elect 
or appoint all necessary officers and committees, to employ 
agents, tactors, clerks and workmen; to require any of them to 
give such bond for the faithful discharge of their duties as may 
be deemed wise; to fix their compensation; to prescribe their 
duties ; to dismiss any appointed officer or employe ; and gener- 
ally to control all the officers of the Association. 


(j) The Executive Committee may delegate to any 
committee such powers as the Board may deem wise. 


(k) The Executive Committee, in addition to the 
powers and authority expressly conferred upon them by these 
By-laws, may exercise all such powers and do all such things.as 
may be exercised or done by the Association, but subject, never- 
theless, to the provisions of the law, of the Charter, and of these 
By-laws. 

OFFICERS. 

6. The officers of this Association shall be a President and 
a First Vice-President, who shall be chosen from among the 
members of the Executive Committee, and a Secretary and 
Treasurer, who may be the same person, and such standing 
committees as shall be fixed by the By-laws. They shall be 
elected by the Members at the annual meeting each year, and 
shall hold their offices for the ensuing year. 


The Presidents of other Canners’ Associations recognized 
by the Executive Committee shall ex-officio be Vice-Presidents 
of this Association, provided they are members of the National 
Canners’ Association. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF MEMBERS. 

7. (a) The annual meeting of the Members shall be held 
at the time and place designated by resolution adopted by the 
Executive Committee. 

(b) Each Member of the Association may be repre- 
sented at annual meetings by one or more persons, but shall be 
entitled to but one vote. 

(c) No person shall be allowed to vote at the annual 
meetings of the Members except the members of the Association, 
who have paid their annual dues for the current year, but admis- 
sion to the meetings and the privilege of the floor may be con- 
ferred upon any one interested in the canning business. 

(d) Each person in attendance upon the annual meet- 
ing or convention of this Association, shall pay such fee for his 
badge as shall be fixed by the Executive Committee, without 
which he shall not be admitted to sessions of the convention or 
the Machinery Exhibit. 

(e) The Secretary shall prepare a roll of members en- 
titled to vote at each annual meeting, and only members whose 
names appearing on said roll, or their representatives shall be 
entitled to vote at the Executive or business sessions of the 
annual meeting. 

(f) Voting during the executive sessions of the Conven- 


tion may be viva voce, but a roll call shall be ordered and the 
vote recorded upon the demand of at least five members. 


(g) At the opening session of the annual meeting the 


President shall appoint the following Convention Committee to 
consist of five members each : 


(1) A Committee on Business, which shall consider the 
officers addressed, etc.

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(2) A Committee on Resolutions. 
(3) An Auditing Committee, which shall audit the ac- 
counts of the Treasurer and the Convention Committee. 

(4) A Nomination Committee, which shall nominate 
officers for the ensuing year. 

(5) He shall also appoint such other committees as the 
exigencies of the occasion may demand. 

The above named committees shall report in writing at the 
executive session provided for by paragraph h. 

(h) The election of officers, important matters of busi- 
ness, reports of committees and questions affecting the constitu- 
tion of the Association may in the discretion of the President be 
considered in executive session. 


DUTIES OF PRESIDENT. 

8. The President shall prepare to be read at the opening 
session of the annual meeting an address, recapitulating the 
business transacted by the Executive Committee during the year, 
and calling attention to the business requiring attention of the 
Association at the annual meeting. This address and its sug- 
gestions shall be considered by the Business Committee. 

He shall perform such other duties as usually pertain to his 
office or such as may be prescribed by the Executive Committee. 


DUTIES OF THE FIRST VICE-PRESIDENT. 

g. Inthe absence of the President the First Vice-President 
shall be clothed with all his powers and perform all his duties, 
and in the absence of the President and Vice-President, a Vice- 
President pro tem may be elected, and for the time being shall 
exercise all the powers and perform all the duties of the Presi- 
dent of the Association. 

DUTIES OF SECRETARY. 

10. The Secretary shall subscribe to the oath of office pre- 
scribed by the statutes of the State of Delaware. He shall keep 
true and correct records of all the proceedings of the meetings 


of the Executive Committee and of the Members. He shall be 
the custodian of the Seal and shall affix and duly attest the same 
to such papers as may be directed by the Executive Committee. 
He shall perform such further duties as may be prescribed by 
the Executive Committee. 


DUTIES OF TREASURER. 


11. The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of 
the Association. He shall sign all checks and keep true and 
correct vouchers of all moneys expended. He shall give a full 
report of the Association’s financial affairs at the regular meet- 
ings of the Executive Committee and at the annual meeting of 
the Members, which report shall be audited annually by an 
auditing committee. He shall give bond for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties in the amount of Ten Thousand Dollars

12. If any meeting provided for in these By-laws shoul. 
fall upon a legal holiday, the same s] all be held upon the next 
succeeaing business day at the same hour and place. 


ALTERATION AND AMENDMENT. 
13. The Executive Committee may, by a majority vote of 
the whole Board, alter or amend these By-laws at any woes 
meeting or at any —- meeting.
